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When we all met this morning againe at the Deanes houſe, we who are 
your Committees received this Meſlage by Sir EdwardStanbop, that he came 
trom his Majeſty to command us , that we ſhould depart from this mecting, 
and if we did ſtays his Majeſty would tudge us guilty of that he ſpakeon yetter- 
day» which was tampering. Notwithſtanding which command, weread, the 
fourth Article of our in(tru&ions to the whole company, that being pertinent 
to the buſineſſe we were then upon , and defired them to conſider , whether 
the Parli mznt had nor expreffcd therein ſucha care of the Kings fafety , that 
there wc alabe little needof Gard:: we told them that we had a good right of 
bcingthere as Frecholders ofthe County , but that in obedience to the King 
wewculd depart for this time : but whenſever there ſhould be occaſion of 
our being chere in purſuance of our inftruftiors and commands from the Par- 
liament, we ſhould be ready.
